This ground 
is to low and bas to little natural 
draipsge as to be of no use for parposes 
of recreation after a heavy fall of rain. 


| Sub-snildrainage would, I believe, remedy 


this and render the ground capsble of 
vse ona much greater namber of days 
than is at present the case. 

The work can be carried out by the 
Public Works Department at cost of 
about Tis. 1,016 and towards this 
expense the Pulo Ciab will contribate 
Tis. 250 and the Golf Club Tis, 250.

Smallpox continues to levy a heary 
toll on the anvaccinated. ‘There has 
been @ considerable dimination in the 
foreignois 
Among the Chinese, the sumber of 
deathe, chiefly among young unvaccinat- 
ed children, shows no reduction. The 
number coming for vaccination bas not 
been great owing to an ignorant pre- 
jndice, dependent on old ocolation 
of saallpox, that vacci is) best 
done after the Chinese New Year, that 
that is to say, at the end of the small- 
pox season. 

Fewer plague-infected rats have been 
found and no homan cases have been 
meer 
arrangement is being made with 
tho director of tho recently constituted 
Chinese Public Isolation Hospital 
whereoy their Chinese forei 
physicians will undertake the examin: 
tion, isolation, and trostment of ay 
Chinese suspected of Plague, that is to 
say, measures relating to the person wil 
bbe attended to by the Chinese themselvee. 
‘This arrangement is in keeping with the 
practice in dealing with Plague ad »pted

‘The one great omission in local plaguo| 
preventive measures has been the almost 
onenimous disinclination on the part! 
of house property owners, after dar 
notice had been given, to carry ont! 
sanitary requirements having for their 
object the exclasion of rate from 
native dwellings by laying solid or rat- 
proof ground floors, removing ceil 
below the first floor and doing 
away with lath and plaster 
‘and other hollow spre 
places for rats. 
the better class 
live in bonuses withoot ceilings is 
met by Hoogkoog experience whers 
no difficalty arose. Again it is obj-cted 
that ceilings and lath and plaster 
permitd in foreign 
houses. Were foreigners as liable to 
Plagne as natives, the removal of 
ceilings and lath and plaster partitions 
wonld be called for, especially an lath 
and plaster work is often the result of 
faulty design. The only way of ensar- 
ing permanent freedom frm Plagae ia 
Shanghai is to exclude rate from 
wellings by building them out.

In the absence of anthoritative 
reports on the ontbreak of Plagae in

years the Russian authorities have 
observed an epizootic of Plage among 
the Arctomyina (marmote) of Eastern 
Siberia aod Northern Mongolia and 
that persons bandling these rodents in 
the process of obtaining the far con- 
tracted Bubonic Plague.
